On September 1, 1800, he partieiparediiin his nrst
regular paval encounter, capturing the Fronch
sehooner Denx Amis, of elght guns, after an aotion
whioh lasted but ten minutes. This was followed
soon after by the capture,near the fsland of Barbida,
of the French schooner Dinna, of fourtcen guns, after
an encounter of almost oqurl brevity. A nnmber of
Amerionn vessols, which had been taken by Frendh
privateers, were also recaptured by tho Experimont
during this crulge, which terminated in 1801, whaon
the vessel, on its arrival at Norfolk, Virginis, went
out of gervice, and was spld by the Government.

Tn 1902 Lientenant Stewart made o short ornise in
the frigate Constellation, during which he partiol-
pated in the Wockade of Tripoll. e was then placed
in command of the hrig 8iren, one of the vessels of
Commodore Edward Preble's squadron, and particl-
puted in the naval operations against Tripoilin the
yoeur 1804, Besides taking part inthe dieront at-

services in the bombardment of August § he received
thoe thanks of Commodore Pretle in gencral orders,
and during the same year was promoted sucoes-
sively to the ranks of Master and Commander,

On e conclusion of peace with Tripoll, Com-
mander Stewart returped to the United States, (o
chief command of the frigate Consmllation, and In
1500 was prometed to the rank of Captain, the high-
¢st then known In the service, For some tima after-
wards, he was on duty at New York, engaged (n
superintending the construcetion of gunhoals, the
building of 257 vessels of this character having been
nuthorized by Congress, But this olass of vessols
wis found to be hoth expensive and ineMelent, and
the project for thetr employvment was soon abans
doped.

‘ HenveAdmiral Ohnrles Stewnrt, U, S5, N,

| Charles Stewart, the pldest oflcor in the Navy of
e United States, both (n yours snd ternil sereioe,
died at his residence in Bordentown, New Jerscy, ut
0 quarter past three o'clock on Saturday alteraoon,
at the advinced age of ninety-one years. The de-
censed was born of Irish parcntage, fu this olty, on
the 95th of July, 1778, 8 few mouLbs after the death
of bis father, who had beon enguged o (he merciant
gervice, Al the sge of thirteen he entered wpoo Lhe

und they suceeeded [n peraiading the Government to
abundon tt, The navy was accordingly ordered to
Captain Stewars, in December,
1512, was ordered to the commund of the
frigate Constellation, then lying in the harbor of
But the port wus blockaded by a
powerful British sguudron, and o8 it was deemed
Inexpedient to encounter the risk of inevitable cap-
ture by attempting to ran the blockade with the
Constellation, Captain Stewart was, in the simmer
of 1818, transgferred to the eommand of the frirate
Constitntion. In this vessel he sailed from Boston,
In December following, npon a crulse extending to
the coasts of Surinam, Berblee, Demerara, and the
Windward Islands, and resulting in the captura, on
the 14th of February, 15814, of the British vessel of
war Pictou, 8 foarteen-gun schooner, together with
a privateer and several merchantmen which she
il in convoy.

In the month of April following, his offensive ope-
rations were interrapted for a short perlod by the
Constitulion being chisad Into the port of Marble-
head by two DBritish frigates, La Nymphe and Junon,

But about the middie of December of the same year |
the Coustitution sailed upon o sccond cornise, which

Wias oven mora successtul than the first. On the
eoth of Fehrnary, 1815, Captadn Stewart fell in with
the Dricish shipsof«war Cyane and Levant, and one
of the most memorable conflicts reconded in the
naval history of this country ensucd, The Constita-
tion mounted 52 guns, and was manned by 470 men.
The Cyane, commanded by Capiain Falcon, mouated
M gune, with 1556 men, and the Levaut, asloop, ander
the command of Captain Douglnss, had 21 guns and
156 men, While the DBritlsh vessels, therefore,
mounted three guns more than thelr American an-
tagonist, the Iatter had aboat 180 men in excess; but
a% thege were all confined to the one ship, the oddas

woere  manifestly In favor of the enemy.
At the commencement  of the action,
which  ocourred i night,  the three

vessels were drawn op close together, forming nearly
an cquilateral triangle, with the Constitution to
windward, By expert and judiclous maneuavring,
Captain Stewart forced both of the enemy's ships to
leeward, raking them badly, while his own veasel
avoided such a fire, The enconnter lasted forty
minutes, and regulted in the capture of both the
Cyane and the Levant. The logs sustained on board
the Constitution was three men Killed and twoelve
wounded, the joint loss of the two Britlsh vessels
being stated at forty-one, although no ofleial ac-
count of the battle has ever cmunated from British
BOuUTCes,

On the 10th of March the Constitution put into
Port Praya, in the Cape Verd islgnds, with her
prizes; but while arrangements were there in pro-
gress for forwarding the prisoners to the United
States, o British squadron, composed of two line-of-
battle ghips and & heayy frigate, made ita appear-
ance off the port. Captaln Stewart had good reason
to believe, from the mannet o which British naval
operations were conducted in those days, that the
neutrality of the port woulidl not be reapected, and
he therefore cut is cables and put to &ea, the two
prizes following In the wake of the Constitution.
The British squadron made an active pursnit, and
suceeeded In recapturing the Levant, but the Cyane
and the Constitution suceeeded in eluding their pur-
suers, the formuergarriving 4t New York on April 15
and the latter about a month Iater,

The brilliancy of Caplaln Stewart's achievementa
during this Inst cruise wera duly appreciated and
rewarded. Congress voted ham § gold medal, and
a silver one to edch of Wis commissioned ofoeers,
bestdes tendering to iim and his oficers and men a
vole of thanks; the State of Pennslyania presented
him with & gold-hilted sword; and the clties of
Philladelphis and New York vied with each other in
the presentation of appropriate testimoninls, As a
gouvenirof the famous cncounter with the Cyane
and Levant, the billet-head of the former, a lnely
ourved dragon, (s stlll preserved st the Navy Yard
in this city, where the captured vessel lny for nany
years alter the termination of the war.
